The Guiteau Trial. 

WASHINGTON, December 24.—Col. Reed, 
Scoville and J. W. Guiteau were in consul- 
tution haifan hour before the opening of 
court. 

Dr. Stearns took the stand and Scoville 
esumed the cross-examination relative to 
various forms af insanity. 

Witness stated that the faculty of memorv 
was generally the first to show impairment 
in most all forms of insanity. 

Scoville asked: Do you agree with the last 
witness that insanity is always an outward 
manifestation of a diseased brain? 

Judge Porter objected tothe form of the 
question, and insisted the defense observe the 
same rule tne prosecution had adhered to 
of telling each witness to testify to 
what he knowsand not found an argument 
on the evidence of another. 

Guiteau: You are. getting 
Porter.”’ 

Scoville: I must say Judge Porter can 
make the most of nothing of anyman I ever 
met. 

After further questions relative to brain 
disease, Scoville asked: “Is it true anv such 
disease can be detected by an examination of 
that organ? 

Answer: [ can only answer that there 
have been cases of brain where, upon exam- 
ination after death, no lesion of the brain 
was detected. 

Witness was abontto make a further ob- 
servation when Sec vilie proposed a question: 

Judge Porter (to wituess): Go on, Doctor, 
and finish your answer. 

Scoville: Weil, hold on a minute. We 
wouldlike to know who is conducting this 
examination, you or I. 

Porter: I assume the court is conducting 
the trialand to the court I shall always ap- 
peal for the enforcement of the laws of 
practice.

The examination progressed with frequent 
objections on the part of the prosecution, 
requiring the ruling of the court. One wit- 
neers was aout to retire, when Guiteau 
said, ‘Allow me to ask if vou hold the opin- 
ion that a man cannot be iosanein a specitic 
act without having disease of the brain?” 

Scoville assented to the question, and wit- 
ness answered: ‘‘Insanity means disease of 
the brain.’’ 

Guiteau asked another question but Judge 
Porter suggested to witness that he held no 
colloquy with the criminal. 

Guiteau (angrily): I’m no crim- 
inal any more than you are, 
I’m here a8 my own counsel, and I have as 
much right to speak as you have. Wa't un- 
til lam convicted before you call me a crim- 
nal. I stand a great deal better outside than 
you do. Plenty of people will say I’m a big- 
ger map than old Porter. 

Porter stated if this abuse was permitted, 
the prosecution must insist the ,prisoner be 
removed to the dock. 

Judge Cox: The court has already consid- 
ered the advisability of such a course. 

Guiteau: The court has no discretion 
in the matter. appear here 
as my own counsel,in accordance with the 
law and usage of every State in the country. 

The incident evidently was not without 
effect on the prisoner, who seems to realize, 
now that he boidly asserts that he is per- 
fectiy sane, thatbe will be held amenable to 
the same ruies of behavior as other sane 
people.

HOW IS THIS, MR. GREEN? 


Mr. Charles Huvt Preseuts Some Interesting 
Facis ana Figures. 


St. Louis, December 24, 1881. 
To the Editor of the Pos. Dispatch: 

Mr. President Green’s friends are making a 
great blow over bis (Green's) splendid man- 
agement of the affairs of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical Association, the great suc- 
cess of the Fairs since his pres 
idency, the paying off of debts or 
placing of bonds, etc. This association issued 
$170,000 of bounds bearing 7 per cent interest at 
atime when money was seeking investment 
at4,5or6percent. A committee consisting 
ofG. B Allen, J.K.Lionherger and J.S.Walsh 
was appointed by the Board of Directors to 
place these bonds.Itis claimedthatMr Green 
placed the whole of these. Mr. Allen has 
stated to me that that is not the fact, and that 
he (Allen) placed many more of the bonds 
than Green. Quite a large amount ($90,000) 
was taken by directors. Itis an easy matter 
to pay off one debt by creating another, which 
was done in this case. 

We have ail seen the report of Mr. Green of 
the Fuirs of 18379, 1580 and 831. Below I give 
you the resuits of 1568 to '873, which was a part 
of Mr. A. B. Barret’s administration Re- 
memberin this connection that we had no 
Veiled Prophets’ procession and ball to attract 
the crowd to our city and swell the rece p's 
ot the Fuir, and that ovr population was not 
us great as it is now by 150,00, yet the receipts 
of ’70, ’Tl and 72a e quite as large as during 
Mr. Green’s administ: ation.

DEATH OF CARRIE M’HENRY. 

The death of a St. Louis favorite is thus 
spoken of by the Denver (Col.) Republican 
of December 12: 

Carrie McHenry, the sweet young wife of 
Mr. J. M. Edgar, the Colorado passenger 


agent of the Rock Island Railway, died at an 
early hour yesterday morning, and the cir- 
cumstances af her death are peculiarly mel- 
ancholy.

A reporter of the Post-DisPpaTcH called 
at the house of the private friend where 
Father Ryan, the ‘target of last Friday’s 
shooting scrape at the Mansion House, is ly- 
ing, to learn his condition. The Father is 
denied to visitors,.but the domestics of the 
house who came tothe door m answer to 
the reporter’s summons stated that he was 
much worse than he had been for several 
days. No fears of his ultim&te restoration 
to health are entertained, however. 


Vicar-Genersal Muh'sie,en,who,with Bishop 
Rian and Father Ziegier, constitutes the Ec- 
clesiasticat Court of this Archdiocese, stated 
to a Post-DISPATCH reporter that no action 
had yet been determined upon by them in 
relation tothe matters al'eged against Fathers 
Ryan and O’Hanion. Father Muhieiepen 
was unable to say whether or not either of 
the priests had been suspended. It is not 
likely, however, that they have, since the 
Arebbishop would bardly, of his own motion, 
witheut a previous report to him a court, 
proceed so haftshly against two of his subor- 
dinate clergymen.

Plaintiff Syivester H. Fitzwuter, complains 
of defendant, James Ryan, and for cause of 
action against said defendant says that on 
the night of December 16, 1881, said defend- 
ant, with force and arms, unolawfuiiy and 
with great violence assaulted the said plain- 
tiffin thecity of St. Louis, and State of Mis- 
souri, and then and there with a certain 
stick of wo:'d gave and struck the said plain- 
tiffa very violent blow and stroke in and 
upon his, plaintiff’s, face, forehead and nose, 
by means of which the said plaintiff was 
greatly burt, bruised and wounded, and be- 
came and was sick,sore and disordered,

DEMING, NEW MEXICO, December 6.—To 
many of your readers a description of this 
land of sunshine with its inhabitants of 
strange manners and customs may be of 
some interest. Your correspondent left St. 
Louis during one of the most miserable cold 
north-east rains that Chicago ever sent down 


to us but within three days found himee)f 
basking within the sunshine and breathing 
the pure balmy air of New Mexico. So great 
was the change that one wou!d bardly believe 
that the two places were on the same conti- 
nent. The winter months in New Mexico are 
unsurpassed by any place on the globe for 
health and purity of atmosphere. The change 
from —— to day of temperature is impercep- 
tiole and so gradualthat the system is not 
subject to the storms experienced in the 
Kast. Atthistime when st. Louisians are 
muffled in heavy wrappirgs and hugging 
fires, sour correspondent is enjoying what 
here would be called aclear October day, 
and this is no temporary gift from old Probs, 
but lasts from September to April—one long 
chain of bright and beautiful days. Persons 
troubled with pulmo nary diseases are un- 
known here. I might almost say that we 
have no use for grave-yards, but I recollect 
that the cow boys keep private ones of. their 
own. Fortunately, however, their tenants 
are of their own class. Until within the last 
yearacertain town near here had a grave- 
yard over ten years old which | contained but 
one person that died a natural death, and 
that was a baby that lived only two hours. 
Within the last two years this bas been the 
favorite range of the simon-pure cow-boy, or 
rustier, as they are cailed here, but like the 
Indians they bave to give way tothe civiliz- 
ing force of the locomotive. Their lives are 
full of daring exploits and hair-breadth es- 
capes, they filling the bill for one of Mayn 
Reed’s characters well. They are almost in- 
variably men under thirty years ofage. The 
most notorious of these is ‘*Curly 
Bill.’ who has of late been quite con- 
spicuous, He has killed a number 
ofmen,and from personal observation your 
correspondent can say that whem under the 
influence of liquor be is a very dangerous 
fellow. It was he who entered a ehurch 
during service at Charleston, Arizona, some 
time -ince and made the pastor dance ajig 
before the astonished congregation. The 
minister danced, as there was an ug!y forty- 
five caliber Celtv’s revolver looking at him 
too. Itis impossible to kill this mapn, it 
seems. Ina fight vith some Mexicans, from 
whom he had stolen some Cattle, he got shot 
in the head and fell apparently lifeless, but 
in the course of some minutes he was up, 
fighting away as live'y asever. A little be- 
fore the poor President received his death 
wourd this same party was gambling in Ga- 
leyvi'le, when amaas'epped up, placeda 
Colt’s revolver agaivst his neck and fired. 
Though he fell and nearly strangled from 
internal bleeding, he was up in several 
weeks recovered. There is another noted 
character in the country as desperate as the 
rustler, but much braver, and he is the Dep- 
uty Sberiff. Thereis«wnein this town who 
in the ex cution of his duty has killed over 
twenty men, the last victim falling about a 
menth agointhe depot here. He recéived 
only eighteen buckshot In his 
poor heart. Your corres; ondent has 
known this deputy sberiff for nearly to 
years and kn. wo him tuo be oneof tae quiet- 
est me: heever met and as yentlemanty as 
Chesterficid. Such men are worth their 
weight in vold on the fron ier. 

But they will soun be somewhat like Otbel- 
lo here, furthe cow-boys are fast coming 
to the couc!usion that their part of the coun- 
try is unhealthy forthem. There is another 
institutions closely conn+ctea with the cow- 
boy. Itis the frontier bar and gaming hell, 
the degradation of which no citizen of St. 
Louis Can appreciate without being on the 
frontier some time. 

But all these wild and barbar«us people 
and institution will soon be thingsof the 
past, for with the advent of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Sauta Fe, the Southern Pacific 
and the Texas Pacific railroads ber immense 
resources will be brougbt out. Grant coun- 
ty will be known, and widely kuown, in the 
future as the possessor of two great idus- 
tries—the raising of stock andthe produc- 
tien of bullion. This county cens'sta of «an 
immense rolling plateau from 6,000 to 8000 
feet above sea level, ever covered with the 
most iuxuriant growth of grasses (moatly 
crow-foot and black and white gran ma), 
which areextremei, nutritious. Out of tbis 
plain rises a number of short and usually low 
mountain ranges. In these the im- 
mense mineral wealth is stored. 
During the months of July and 
Aucust it rains almost every day. ard the 
pisin is covered witha fine growth of green 
grass. 


As fall comes on and the rains cease the 
air becomes dry once more and the grass is 
perfertiy cured into hay and remains in that 
condition until the next summer. When ove 
considers thatthe winter is similar to our 
fall, without the rains,it is plain what an 
immense fucure catt!e the business wil) be 
here. There are a number of ajos (springs) 
scattered through the piains and streams in 
the valleys. The mineral develop- 
ment of Grant county is said to be 
in its extreme infancy A'texander Von 
Humboldt, the great geologist, years ago 
said that the wealth of the world would > 
foundin New Mexicoand Arizona, and the 
developments of these two territories are 
certainly bearing out tbe oid baron in his 
prediction. ° 

Grant county has produced most of the 
bullion shipped from New Mexico within 
the lastinve years though there were only two 
camps that pretended todo work at all. In 
fact with tbe exception of three or four all 
the camps in the county have been discover- 
ed within the Ja-t three years. 

Deming is within thirty or forty miles half 
a dozen, ones that will be heard from toe. 
The Eureka camp is getting-ready to 
do semething for itself and I understand 
will soon be shipping bullion in large quan- 
tity. The Victomo Camp, though only two 
vears ald, is one of the most promising camps 
in the Southwest, it being a carbonate camp 
very simiiar to Tombstone, Arizona,in geo- 
logical formation, and the writer predicts a 
future as great. The ore occurs in chambers 
and bodies of great extent, and thougb in 
limestone the 'e:ds have the walls and uni 
formity of direction of leads in granite, 
Those owning property there seem to care 
very little to buve its promise kno«n to the 
general public, believing, I. supp se, that a 
good thing needs no sdvertisement. Another 
fine camp io this region is the Lake Vailey, 
where Daly, the Leadville mining man, 
was killed last summer by the Indians. He 
had mude sales of mining property amount- 
ing toover a million dollars and. tben—got 
kill d. The ore is very rich,chunks%f ch oride 
as big as a man’s head often being found. 

Before closing let me say one word to those 
who want to go to the Hot Springs and at the 
same time spend the winter ina dry, clear 
and delightful atmosphere. We have 
situated nut three miles from Deming,in a 
little grove on a beautiful rolling prairie 
where the sun is ever bright and warm, and 
the air baim:, the Hudson Hot Springs, a 
place of resort for invalids. The water is 
equal to the Hot Springs of Arkansas in 
its curative power and the climate is surely 
fursuperior, Ove can get on the cars at the 
Union Depot, St. Louis, @o either by the 
Atchison, Topeka and Sante Fe or Iron 
Muintain and Texas Pacific, and with only 
one change of cars arrive here. Thena few 
hours’ ride will bring you to the Springs. 
The houseis builtonthe Mexican plan—a 
ope-story, long, low buliding with two wings 
inclosing a plavita, but it is anextremly com- 
fortabie and bome-like place, where the sick 
could not he!p taking a new ‘nterest 1n life. 
It basa patriarchial look and always re- 
minded the writer of the pietures of Ori-ntai 
bouses be used to see ip an iliuetrated Bible.

The Documents Relied on to Es- 
tablish the Validity of 
the Will. 
What Executor O’Rourke Says of the 
Contest. 


The PostT-DIsPpaTCcH a few days since sup- 
plemented its exclusive publication of the 
facts relating to the secret marriage of the 
late Miss Nancy M.Robbins to Dr. J.A.North 
with the announcement that the doctor, to 
appease the déceived father of the lady, had 
executed a life-lease of the property 
willed to him at a nominal rental. 
It wasalso stated that the father and brother 
would contest the will. With that view it 
appears that Mr. Rapbins consulted Col. 
Hitchcock, and he has arrangeda meeting 


with the executor, John F. O’Rourke, to 
d termine from a legal standpoint whetber 
the validity of the will can be attacked 
upon the facts or not.

Mr, O’Rourke was duly named 
the Executor in the will made 
by Mrs. North, and the wit- 
nesses to it are Thomas S. Noonan 
and Kitty Toohy, the nurse who came on 
from the water-cure at Cleveland, where 
Miss Robbins first met Dr. North. The 
lady’s maiden name has not yet been erased 
from the casket at Calvary. Mr. Robbins 
and his son, a farmer at New Madrid, 
are both very much incensed 
atthe deception imposed upon the family 
and will fightthe wiiltothe  1'terend The 
old gentleman came down to Mr. O°’ Ruvurke’s 
office yesterday and raised a perfect storia.

Three Men Havea Miraculous Escape 
From Death. 


Yesterday evening, sbortly after 5 o@’clock, 
an accident occurred at the water tower, 
Fourteenth and Grand avenue, that placed 
three men so close to death that only a mir- 
acle saved them. Atthe time mentioned, 
three mer.

The people 
who stood around were terror-stricken, as 
they expected to see the men fall and be 
crusbed to death atany minute, but at last 
one of the crowd picked up a piece of rope 
over 200 feet long, and witn ‘his he made his 
way to thetop of the tower 165 feet high. 
After he gained the top of the tower he 
lowered the rope down the side, and the 
men caught on to it, and slid down one 
at a time, and came off all right 
with the exception of having their hands cut 
and bruised »y coming down the rough rope. 
The escape of these men can be placed on 
record as mest miraculous.

which document was in tne hands of the 
Circuit Clerk and h's a+sistants this morning, 
having be n filed by Messrs. Noble & Orrick, 
the attorneys for tbe Puiman Palace 
Car Company. The contract stipulates that 
the Pu:ilman Company was to fu nish 
drawing room cars aud sleeping cars Genoa, 
A:iriatic, Merrim:c, Patux.ot, Calabria,

CHICaGO TRADE. 


Review of the Bustnes: of the Present 
Yeur. . 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Decemver 24.—The business re- 
view of the year sets forth that the houses 
recently esta>lished in the wholesale trade 
of Chicago now aggregite nearly one thou- 
sand million of dollars. A greater 
tendency towards conservative methods of 
business is noted. The depositsin the na- 
tional banks have increased from 
$14,600,000 to $66 575,000, New Yorg, 
Boston and Philadelphia only rank- 
ing Chicago as a center.

A falling 
off gis noticed in the supply of hogs, but 
tne dai'v kilttng capacity has been increased 
to 71,000 head. The general merchand'se 
trade has increased 10 per cent. The aggre- 
gate trade of the city shows a gain of about 
the same per cent over last year.

AND STILL ANOTHER. 

ON last Saturday the PosT DISPATCH con- 
tained a description of the new Anch:r Line 
steamer City of New Orleans, and to-day we 
lay before our readers something concerning 
her fellow, the City of Baton R:«uge, which 
sails for the Crescent city this evening on her 
maiden trip. The boats have been christened 
twins, and a beautiful pair they are indeed 
Gazing upon their symmetrical proportions 
and polished exterior, one wou-d not imagine 
the amountof material used in their con- 
struction, or the skilled labor and money ne- 
cessary to bring them totneir present state 
of completion. More than one year's time 
has be+n consumed inthe work. The forests 
have been caiied upon to yield their staunch 
estouk apdother choice timbers,which ages 
hive been expended in producing. Ores baye 
crept from their hiding placesin the earth into 
the crucible to be mouded and fashioned into 
the ponderous machinery. The joiner’s cun- 
ning, the puinter’s skill, the artisan's handy- 
work,and even art itself has been called upon 
to perform its part in embellishing these 
beautiful palaces. Buttobe more specific: 

Tne City of Baton R -uge is 300 feet in length 
by forty-nine feet beam and nine anda half 
depthofhoid The boat has a beautifui model 
and sufficieut propelling power to give her 
speed equal to anything on the river. |The 
maid Cabin is 220 feetlong by seventeen “feet 
wide and thirt: en feet high. Immediarely be- 
neath the ludivs’ cabin is tne nursery for 
children and servants. All of the rooms aft of 
the middle ganxway are supplied with bed 
steads, each room containiug two of these in- 
stead of the old fashioned bertius one over the 
other The rooms are ten feet square and fur- 
nished in a -tvle not excelled by any hetel or 
stenmerin this country. In the ladies’ cabin 
there are six vridal chambers, three on each 
side, openi.g intosuits. These are twelve 
feet square and are fitted up and furnished in 
amanner soelygant thata casual giance is 
sufficient to convince any one that no expense 
has been spared to render them as sumptuous 
and attractive as is possible, 

The offivers and crew are handsomely quar- 
tered in the texas, which is 67 feet long and 
surmounted by the pilot-house, which stands 
67 feet abgvethne bott..m of the hull. A fea. 
ture of thi steamer which should not be lost 
sight of is her great strength: ndcompactness 
which render her proof again<t storms and 
the usual perils of river navigation. Again, 
she is provided with extra engines and hose, 
80 that should a fire break out it could be 
checred at once without endangering the 
lives of the passengers. A description of the 
cabin and the outht wiil not be attempted, as 
the finest writing, coeup'ed with the most co- 
ows nse of adjectives, would fail to per. 

orm the task in a creditable manner. 
There have been other fine steam rs built 
by the Anchor Line, but as a matter of course 
each additional paeket receives sOme new 
improvements whieh make her atrifie at 
lewst, superior te her predecessors. And this 
is the couse with the City of Baton Rouge. The 
boat was built by the Hewards at Jefferson- 
ville, Ind., ana cost completed $125,000 The 
machinery including engines, bolkkers, sheet 
iron work etc , is by Ainslie & Cochran of 
Loutavilie.

And so it went, a 
steady stream of bicycres, tricycies and oc- 
casionally a duuble tricycles Purchasing the 
morning paper from an old man over sixty 
years of age on a tricycle, we adjourned to 
discuss luscious chops, fresh laid eggs and 
the latest breakfast-novelty, datejc ffee. In 
the dining-room [ observed several bicylists 
in uniform (-bades of Kirkwood!) aad on 
being introduced found they were frow Bir- 
mingbam, 19 miles distant, and had ridden 
over for breakfast. They a:e booked ahead 
for dinner at Stratforud-on-Avon, 22 miles 
from there, and were to sup at Birminghan, 
giving adhy’s run, at about 67 miles. At 
table aiso sat Medinger, of Paris, the coming 
maaan from France, who bas beaten De CVivry’s 
record lately. Between these two and the 
Evglishman Hillier, rests the world’s cham- 
pion for 1882. As we eat, the children go to 
school, many on bicyles.and several giris on 
three-wheelers, and nowtbe huckster de- 
livers vegetables forthe Inn from out a 
push-cart. The wheels being cast off bicyle 
driving wheels. A wheel-barrow goes Dy, 
the wheel from the wreck ofa nickel-piate4 
bicycle. In every direction per- 
ambulators and baby-wagons are met 
with spider-like wheels and rubber tires 
superseding all others. Going to the theater 
one evening, I observed an old apple-woman 
selling her wares bv the light of a hub lamp. 
Verily, this isthe land of the ’cycle. The 
roads are almost as smooth as a bi:liard table 
and, per contra the side sidewalks paved with 
square and oblong granite blocks set on end, 
giving the wheeler decidedly the call for 
eomfort over pedestrians. 

On Saturday, I visited a number of the bi- 
cycle manufactories, intwo of which found 
nearly 600 employes, about five per cent of 
whom are females. An average of thirty or 
forty tricycles per month are furnished to 
the Goveromen: by the company, who have 
the contract here. They are principally for 
postal service. Ten miles has been runona 
country road inside, of forty-three minuies 
on these three wheelers,and hence the poiice 
and fire departments of all towns and cities 
have taken tothem. One dealer here rents 
eight tricycles to letter carriers direct,whose 
routes the Government standard of distance 
does not coverin their allotment of ma- 
chines. Thirteen steam bicycle works are 
in full operation here, besides a large num- 
ber of small operators, also manufacturers 
of parts, and bicycle and tricycle fittings and 
sundries. [tis safe to say 2,500 persons flud 
employment ail the year round atthe business 
here and give supp rt to at least 5 000 more. 
The Queen has set the fashion by ordering two 
tricycies and the nobility aud geptr’ are fal'- 
ing rapidly into lin» and acquiring bicycles.An 
enterprising firm in this piace hus purchased 
the rink here and use itas an exbibition and 
trial place fortheir wheelers. The building 
is a fine brick structure larger than your 
Natatorium, with a dead ievel asphalt floor. 
A local curate to one of the three tall spires 
was lately arrested for riding his bike on the 
sidewalk ata point where the road was on 
process of repair. He was fined 25s. While 
mv bicvcle was being packed for shipment to 
America yesterday [ was invited to join two 
of “the three craces,’? as my boste-s’ daugb- 
ters are calied, for a walk to Kenilworth 
Castle, distant five and baif miles, accom:

We all started for a most enjoyable walk. It
